Veterans. 


Philadelphia, 8ept 4.—The 83d an- 
qnal onqatnpment of the Grand Army 
<rf the ftcpablic began today. 
Never 
again, perhaps, will Philadelphia be tbe 
scene of a national encampment of the 
G. A. R. 
Of the valiant men who de­ 
fended the cause of tbe Union there re- 
mains but a remnant and with fhe de­ 
pletion of the ranks the welcome with 
which the veterans were received was 
the aroro heartfelt and enthusiastic. 
Admiral Sampson with his fleet of 
fighting ship« arrived here yesterday 
and this event marked the beginning erf 
the week's celebration. 
The city is crowded with straugera, 
while tbe incoming trains from all seo- 
tJons are bringing 
thousands 
upon 
thousands to help swell Hie throng. 
In 
ontioipatkm of the coming of the host of 
visitors, and in recognition of the pa­ 
triotism of the veterans, who freely of­ 
fered their live« in defense of the Union, 
Mayor Aahhndgc issued a proclamation 
in which he reootumouded the event« to 
the ' loyal and patriotic” interest of the 
people, urging the decoration of stores 
and dwellings In every street In the 
city. 
The city has borne Ma share of the 
work and the citizens erf Philadelphia, 
by contributions of cash and in welcom­ 
ing banners, have shown their Interest 
fn the great reuuiou. 
The route pf the veterans' jrorode, 
which take s place t morrow, is one solid 
blase erf color and light 
Not a build­ 
ing but has its front incased in the red, 
white and bine. The “ Avenueof Fume,” 
which extends from Walnut to Cherry 
street« on Broad, a distance erf five blocks, 
with the city hall a« the center, is the 
most magnificent piece of decoration 
ever attempted in thte city. 
There are two classes of columns. 
The larger and more ornate arc about 
30 fleet in htght and are pi voed at the 
street corners. 
The smaller columns, 
about ¡»ft fee* high, stand on each side 
of Brood street between the larger col­ 
umns.

They agree 
that the Filipinos are exceedingly short 
of rations and that a large section of 
tbeir troops la reduced to the use of 
home-made black powder. 
Tbe natives we trying every scheme 
to get food aud munitions from Manila. 
Daily arrests are made for attempts to 
smuggle contraband of war through the 
American lines. 
In one case a casco 
with a cargo of bamboo poles woe over­ 
hauled and they were found fall of rice. 
The Insurgent« have wholesome re­ 
spect for the British on account of sev­ 
eral threat« of British warships to bom­ 
bard their towns unless the rights of 
British subjects are respected. 
Two 
British vessels, tho Laoon and the Nero, 
were driven by stress of weather into 
the harbor of Dugupan, the northern 
terminus of Dag u pa a railway. 
The 
crews were imprisoned, but on their 
protesting that they were British sub­ 
ject«, the insurgent authorities per­ 
mitted one man named Eld ward- r> oome 
to Manila, promising to release the 
wew of the Laeou if Edwards secured 
from the British consul at Manila a 
statement establishing the nationality 
of thetrew , 
A similar concession was 
made to the crew of the Nero, 
Edwards »ays he saw several Ameri­ 
can prisoners who were better fed than 
the Spaniards or the Filipino soldiers. 
Moreover they were not compelled to 
work, as the Spanish prisoners are. 
A force of native police ha« begun to 
patrol the city of Manila, co-operating 
with the provoec guard, whose lock of 
knowledge of the language aud tbe re­ 
sort* of native criminals had given an 
opportunity for burglary, an industry 
which has been flourishing of late. The 
u-w force includes many members of 
the old force and some insurgents who 
hod grown th> d of fighting. 
It ha« al­ 
ready done good work in running down 
native r-rimiuals. 
The American secret service recently 
found a Filipino spy Tn Guamba. 
He 
is supposed to have been the man who 
stole four guns belonging to the Wash­ 
ington regiment. 
He offered des*,erate 
resistance to the soldier who was sent 
to captnre him, and tried to ran away 
with two revolver shots in his head. 
Finally he wa- brought down by a rifle 
bullet in the hip. He died after jump­ 
ing from the stretcher and trying to 
run. General Bates, it is expected, will 
establish posts at Zambouga aud in the 
islands of Tamtaui, Jolo and Bongo. 
Late yesterday afternoon the Kansas 
regiment embarked on big barge« in the 
river and were towed to the United 
States transport Tartar, the regimental 
flag flying and the men cheering and 
singiug. 
The Tartar sailed for home 
last evening.
